Of the pear varieties I am listing on this 
page, I can furnish Bartlett, Duchess of 
Angouleme, Seckel, in dwarf trees also. 
Of all other varieties I have the standard 
trees only. 


There is no difference in the fruit, 
whether it is grown on the standard tree, 
which is a large tree, or a dwarf tree, 
which always stays in dwarf size and 
shape. The fruit is the same. Dwarf pears 
are preferred wherever the space is lim- 
ited—in city gardens where they are 
grown along the lot line, or even as a 
screen.
